[fxeerpte) The U.S. decision concerning the exploitation of seaveds violates the 
principle of humanity's common resources. This remark was made by Acting Poreign 
Minister Julio Cesar Lupinacci in answer to a question by this radio station, 


The secretary of state, who is scheduled to leave for Jeneve in the next few days to 
participate in the Law of tne Sea Conference, indicated that Uruguay's stand on this 
issue is very well defined. lLupinacct added that the decision of the U.S. ‘Jovernment 
regarding the Seabedse has set off an international uproar: 


[Begin Lupinecei recording) Well, our position is clearout on this issue. We believe 
that no single state ‘as the right to implement any kind of measure regarding the sea- 
beds because they constitute international gones and mankind's common property. Thus 
only an internationel orgenigation can issue rules or instructions for the exploitation 
of the resources of the seabeds, 


It is true that the recently approved U.S. law will be implemented only in 1988, but in 
any case it is our formal stand that no single state has the right to authorise its 
citigens to carry out the exploitation of an area which mist be managed by international 
organizations only. 


l am a member of a group of legal experts--having had the honor of being appointed 
representative for Latin America--which will study this issue, and we have already reached 
certain conclusions. On the one hand, the U.S. law is @ violation of the principle of 
mankind's common property; and on the other hand, it is having a negative effect on the 
negotia.ions at the Law of the Sea Conference at which we must all act in good faith, 

and this good faith implies maintaining the ctatus quo until a decision is reached by the 
conference. Therefore, it seems t us that this hasty decision of the U.S. Government 
unfortunately fails to solve the problems but rather complicates them even further, even 
though at the request of the leader of the U.S. delegation, an S-year waiting period has 
been esteblished for the implementation of the law. [end recording]

CUBAN FOREIGN MINISTRY DENOUNCES U.S, SEABED LEGISLATION

[Text) The Cuban Foreign Ministry [MINREX) has issued a decle *tion in connection with the 
Signing of a law by U.S, President James Carter opening the way for Yankee monopolies to 
exploit and loot the enormous mineral resources of the sea floor, [he MINKEX note notes 
that President Carter's decision makes resolution No 2749 of the UN General Assembly e 
dead letter, That resolution solemnly declared that sea and ocean floors and subsoiis 

are beyond the limits of national jurisdiction and that their resources are the common 
heritage of humanity whose exploration and exploitation will be conducted for the benefit 
of all mankind, 


The document further states that the U.S, representative had voted for this resolution in 
1960 and at the time of inoluding it in the preamble of the draft of the treaty being pre- 
pared by the Third Conference of the United Nations on the Law of the Sea, The U.S, dele- 
gation did not oppose the consensus, The threat of dictating such unilateral legislation 
has been usc’ for several years, This has motivated reiterated protests and denunciations 
by spokesmen of the Group of 77 and developing countries with the overwhelming majority 
support of the conference, 


The law signed by Carter contains two aspects principally threatening to the conference which 
is making every effort to complete the treaty, almost 90 percent finished, The Cuban Foreign 
Ministry denounces the signing of such law which constitutes an aggression against the 
interests of the international community and, particularly, of developing countries which 
now more than ever before must close ranks in the period of session about to begin its final 
phase in Geneva, The Cuban Poreign Ministry calls for ensuring the success of the UN Con- 
ference on the Law of the Sea and energetically repudiates the unilateral legislation of the 
United States,

POLLACK FISHING MAY BE SUBJECT OF NORWEGIAN DEMANDS TO USSR 
LD120835 Oslo AFTENPOSTEN in Norwegian 1 Aug 80 p 3 


[Report by Erling Koldaas: "Politically Explosive Pollack Fishing: New 
Norwegian Demands to the Soviet Union?"] 


[Text] Soviet pollack fishing within the Norwegian fisheries zone around 
Jan Mayen could become an explosive fisheries question in the coming 
months. Pollack fishing, in the course of which the Russians landed around 
660,000 ton last year, is at the moment not regulated by agreements. 

But the Fishing Boat Owners’ Association has now demanded that Norway must 
be given compensation by the Soviet Union in the form of capelin and cod 

in the Barents Sea. Fisheries Ministry Undersecretary Ivan Kristoffersen 
confirmed that these questions are now being considered, and pollack could 
be an important topic during this fall's meeting of the Norwegian-Soviet 
Fisheries Commission. 


Until now Norway has not actached much importance to pollack fishing, and 
the relatively modest quantities of this pelagian cod species that have 
been Landed by Norwegian vessels are used for fishmeal and oil. The 
Soviet Union, on the other hand, attaches great importance to the species, 
and of the 666,000 [as published] tons landed the largest part went for 
human consumption. This quantity corresponds to the total quantity of 
capelin fished off Iceland and Jan Maven. 


Just how much of this fishing takes place within the newly established 
Norwegian fisheries zone around Jan Mayen is unclear, however. In the past 
the Russians have not been under any obligation to report their catch 
quantities, and even though such regulations have now been introduced to 
cover the Norwegian fisheries zone the Russians have as yet shown little 
desire to comply with the orders. The Soviet Union uses large factory 
ships for pollack fishing, and the catches are graded and frozen onboard. 

A fleet of over 50 vessels of 1,000-1,500 gross tons catches a considerable 
quantity in the course of the season. 


"Until now there have been no restrictions on fishing for pollack, but we 
are now considering which strategy to follow in the coming years," Under- 
secretary Ivan Kristoffersen said. "We are now considering whether poliack 











should be included in discussions in the fall meetings of the Norweylan- 
Soviet Fisheries Commission, and the Norwegian fishing organizations wil! 
be consulted about this by the fall," 


"Pollack seems to be a most interesting resource, but as far as Norwegian 
exploitation of it is concerned we are far behind the Russians," Kristoffer- 
sen continued. "We export around 90 percent of all the fish we land, 

and we must therefore ensure sales of larger quancities of pollack on the 
foreign market. However, interesting research has been undertaken on 
pollack and it will also be considered by a newly appointed committee which 
is to evaluate the exploitation of new food resources, It has been 
estimated that the pollack shoals could tolerate catches of 1 million tons 
per year, and this means that we must give some attention to pollack, as 

a replacement for other species, for example." 


The call from the Norwegian Fishing Boat Owners' Association for compensa- 
tion from the Soviet Union in the form of capelin and cod in the Barents 
Sea is not an unknown principle in fishing negotiations. Practical 
reasons have made such quota exchanges possible in particular waters, 

for example in negotiations with the EEC on brisling and cod in the 

North Sea. 


The Fisheries Ministry seems at present to have taken no decision on the 
extent to which pollack can be turned into a strong card in the negotia- 
tions with the Soviet Union. The Ministry's political leaders to judge 
by all appearances want to keep a low profile, and in the light of the 
problems with getting the Russian vessels off Jan Mayen to respect the 
newly established fisheries zone, this could at the moment be an intelli- 
gent policy. 


With an ever greater number of the world's nations vying for the sea's 
resources it is enormously important to work out a clear Norwegian policy, 
and here lies without doubt a major consideration behind the compensation 
call from the Norwegian Fishing Boat Owners’ Association. These views 
will now be presented to the Norwegian Fishermen's Association, and a 
joint approach from both these fishing organizations is something that 
traditionally carries much weight with the Fisheries Ministry's political 
leaders.

LOS PROTESTS AGAINST U,S.--Geneva, Jul 29, TASS--The participants in the 
U.N. Law of the Sea Conference which opened here have most resolutely 
condemed the unilateral move by Washington which recently sanctioned the 
activity of U.S. private companies extracting mineral resources from an 
international area of seabed. A representative of the Group of 77 hase 
expressed on behalf of the developing countries a protest against the 
unlawful actions of the U.S. administration. Support for this stand has 
been expressed by delegates of the GDR, Cuba, Peru, India, Sierra Leone, 
Liberia, Vietnam and many other countries. U.S. Legislation, the repre- 
sentative of the Philippines said, creates an unfavorable atmosphere for 
completing the talks on the convention being drafted up by the conference. 
The Canadian delegate described the law recently adopted in Washington 4s 
unjustified, undesirable and inappropriate. Rejecting actions from the 
positions of diktat which may lead only to the failure of the conference, 
he called for holding talke at the Geneva forum in the spirit of goodwill. 
While condeming the imperialist policy of the USA which is directed at 
dividing and capturing the resources of seabed, Soviet representative Semen 
Kozyrev stressed the necessity of a just settlement of the main problems 
of the Law of the Sea meeting, the interests of all countries, which would 
contribute to peace _and_international cooperation in the development of

ECUADOR ON U.S. SEABED ACTION--Quito, 7 Jul (EFE)--The Ecuadorean Foreign 
Ministry today expressed its “deep concern" over the “unilateral U.S. atti- 
tude" authorizing U.S. companies to explore and exploit mineral resources 

of the seabed. The Foreign Ministry expressed surprise over this action, 
which affects a delicate problem that has already been the object of Lenghty 
analysis and very difficult negotiations during the UN conference on the law 
of the sea. The U.S. position is even more surprising when one bears in 
mind that the text of the future convention on the law of the sea is in the 
final stages of negotiation, the official communique added. According to 
the Foreign Ministry, the United States has violated Resolution 2749 of the 
20th UN General Assembly, which proclaimed that “the seabed and subsoils 
are outside the limits of national jurisdiction, just as the resources of 
the zone are the commonwealth of mankind.”

ROK RESTRICTED TO NEW ZEALAND'S BARREN FISHING GROUND

[Text] New Zealend has permitted Korea to operate only in very limited 
fishing grounde of ite 200-mile economic zone. 


The coastal country, which proclaimed ite 200-mile economic zone in 1978, 
hae recently allocated a fish quota for Korea for ite 200-mile limit. 


However, the attendant terms provided by the quota are very unfavorable 
to Korea, and amount to a virtual suspension of Korea's fishing opera- 
tions there, according to authorities concerned yesterday. 





New Zealand has allowed Korea to catch fish only in the waters where 
fishing operations have been actually impossible, they said. 


At the same time, the Australasian country has raised fishing charges to 
be paid by Korean fishermen in return for permission for fishing opera- 
tions there, according to then. 


All these things have made future economic cooperation with New Zealand 
difficult, they also said. 


The coastal country has allocated a fish quota amounting to 25,000 tons, 
which can be caught for one year (from April this year to March next year). 


However, the quota provides for Korea's fishing only in waters where opera- 
tions have been impossible, they explained. 


At the same time, the Oceanic country has substantially increased the 
fishing rates they imposed on countries, to which it provides fish quotas, 
they also said. 


Twenty Korean fishing vessels, which netted fish there last year, have thus 
ceased operations since early thie year, they said. 


Particularly, the Korean side strongly requested New Zealand to reduce such 
reguietions, when the llth Korea-New Zealand commerce-industry ministers’ 


meeting took place in Wellington Wednesday.

JAPAN'S N-WASTE DUMPING PLAN THREATENS ACCESS TO SOUTH PACIFIC FISHING AREAS 
Tokyo KYODO in English, no time given, 2 Aug 80 


{Text} Tokyo, 2 Aug, KYODO-<A mission from the Commonwealth of the Northern 
Mariana lelandes visited the Science and Technological Agency Saturday to pro- 
test the Japanese Government's plan to dump low-level radioactive nuclear 
fuel waste in the southwestern Pacific. 


The group, headed by Saipan Mayor Francisco Diaz, also presented resolutions 
adopted by the Northern Mariana Commonwealth Assembly and citizens’ groups 
opposing the dumping of radioactive waste near their waters. 


Diaz also asked the agency to send officials to the islands to talk with 
local groups. 


Japan plans to dump radioactive waste contained in drums encased in concrete 
at 4 point about 900 kilometers southeast of Tokyo Bay and about 900 kilome- 
tere north of the Marianas. 


When the agency officials assured the mission there would be no adverse 
effects on the human body or fishes, one of the visitors, P. Guerrero, 
insisted the plan was dangerous and warned of pressuring the commonwealth 
government to ban Japanese fishing within the 200-mile fishing zones of 
South Pacific Island nations.

CRACKDOWN ON LNTERLOPERS=<The Federal Government has ordered a crackdown 

on Indonesian vessels violating Australia's fishing zone and strict quaran- 
tine regulations. The Navy already has apprehended two fishing boats close 
enough to the coastline to tranamit exotic diseases they may be carrying. 
Previously Indonesian boats, under an agreement signed with the Jakarta 
Government, have been warned about violation and escorted from the areas. 
They also have been given rights to land on outlying islands to take on 
water and provisions. But some fishermen have been sighted on the mainland. 
Australia is a vulnerable target for exotic northern diseases because of 
strict quarantine laws that have eliminated the killer foot and mouth 
disease. A fresh outbreak could ruin million of dollars’ worth of prime 
beef stock. An official of the Department of Transport said yesterday: 

"It is obvious they know they are violating our laws. It is not just the 
ones who have innocently strayed into a restricted zone." [Text )

THIRD INDONESIAN BOAT--Three Indonesian fishing boats have been intercepted 
off the northern WA coast by Royal Australian Navy patrol boats since 
Tuesday. In the first incident, on Tuesday, HMAS Ardent arrested a boat 
with seven crew after it had been sighted earlier in the day by a surveil- 
lance aircraft patrolling the coast. Reports indicate that the boat when 
arrested was hidden in mangroves on an island in King Sound, off Derby. 

A second boat was sighted by a patrol aircraft on Wednesday and later 
arrested by HMAS Arcent on the shoreline of Bedford Island in the Buccaneer 
Archipelago, northwest of Derby. Both boats have been taken to Koolan 
isia.d where they are now undergoing investigation by fisheries and health 
officials. The third boat was sighted yesterday by another navy patrol 
boat, HMAS Adroit, near Carafelli Island in the King Sound area and inter- 
cepted about 12.45 pm. A Department of Transport spokesman said that the 
first two vessels were carrying fish and trochus. The third vessel has no 
fish or trochus on board. She was being towed clear of the King Sound area. 
Indonesian vessels are not authorised to fish in the King Sound area. The 
spokesman said that Indonesian boats had previously been warned about fish- 
ing in banned areas and then escorted to sea.

QUEENSLAND OPPOSES CANBERRA ON OFFSHORE RIGHTS

[Article by Peter Morley: "Camm To Fight for Sea Mining Rights") 


[Text] Theodore.=--The Queensland Government will 
fight to keep Canberra from controlling mining in 
territorial waters. 


Cabinet Ministers yesterday decided not to sign over this right to the 
Federal Government through a common mining code agreement. 


Queensland is the only state which has rejected this federal initiative 
aimed at control of all manner of mining. 


Instead, the state is formulating its own code to cover land operations 
and those in territorial waters--4.8 kilometres out to sea. 


The Mines Minister, Mr Camm, said last night that Queensland had stood 
alone against Canberra in the past.

[Text] Tokyo July 24 KYODO--A seven-year joint government-industry project to develop 
economically practicable hardware and software to collect manganese nodules from deep 
ocean bottom is expected to be launched in April next year, the influential economic

According to the daily, the project recently decided by the Agency of Natural Kesources 
and Energy, Ministgyy of International Trade and Industry (MITI), 1s aimed at starting 
Japan's commercial provuction of manganese nodules and their many derivative minerals 


Development of the vast manganese nodules resources 198 been planned in many advenced 
countries for more than a decade. Put a11 such propositions have been held up by the 
complex international law-of-the-sea problems involving such resources, 


The agency's decision represents revival of its carlier-planned project scheduled to be 
launched in April this year, But due to reje-cion of the original project by the 
Finance Ministry for reason of lack of the necessary funds, the agency is to propose the 
new project for financing under the fiscal 1981 budget. 


The agency hopes the new preject will be eventually accepted by the Finance Ministry be- 
cause otherwise Japan would lag in the quest for manganese nodule expected to be leunched 
by other industrialized nations in 1981. By that time, the agency expects the current 
United Nations law-of-the-sea conference to decide on rules governing development of sea 
bottom resources, 


The agency's new project calls for development of a nodule collector capable of reaching 
down to anywhere between 3,000 and 5,000 meters, nodule hoisting piping, underwater 

pumps, a pneumatic nodule lifting system, as well as a ship to operete all such equipment, 
and necessary feasibility studies for a total cost of yen 20 billion, Since 1975, the 
Ministry's geological survey boat Hakurei Maru has been making preliminery surveys in the 
pacific to be followed by a full-scale survey by the newly built prospecting boat Hakurei 
No, 2 to be started this year. Containing at least 50 kinds of mineral ores, the menemnese 
nodules are so abundant that there are at least 1,700 billion tons in the Pacific alone.

{Text} The United States Congress passed an important law, promulgated by 
President Carter early this month. This is the "Deep Seabed Hard Mineral 
Resources Act," which authorizes the exploration and exploitation of 
nodules which contain vast quantities of strategic minerals, such as 
manganese, copper, cobalt, and nickel], located on the ocean bottom and in 
the subsoil, far beyond the limits of national jurisdiction. The United 
States however had supported United Nations Resolution No 2749 de- 
claring that the ocean bottoms are the common assets of humanity. The 
semiofficial text, submitted for negotiation purposes, signed by the 
chairman of the Third Conference on the Law of the Sea, offering good 
prospects of agreement, contains that principle, stating that “all rights 
to the resources of that zone are conferred upon humanity as a whole, in 
whose name the International Seabed Authority is acting.” The unilateral 
decision by the United States thus interrupted a legislative process in 
which all countries that are members of the Conference on the Law of the 
Sea are interested. 


The White House issued an announcement to explain its position. It main- 
tains that the recent law on mineral resources on the ocean bottom will 
serve as bridge toward broader and more extensive international legislation, 
stressing that, in the meantime, it will fill the gap created by techno-

PELAGIC FISHING SEASON SAID SUSPENDED FOR LACK OF FISH 
Windhoek THE WINDHOEK ADVERTISER in English 12 Aug 80 p | 


[Text/ The 1980 pelagic fishing season has been temporarily suspended 
pending a final decision to be taken within the next few days. 


Some 46 000 tons of the total fishing quota this season are uncaught. 


This was told to the Advertiser yesterday by the Secretary of Economic 
Affairs, Mr Piet Kruger, from his office in Windhoek. 


Mr Kruger said that he had directed a special request to the fishermen 
yesterday not to go out after fish until further word. 


Speaking from the Department of Sea Fisheries in Cape Town, Mr Louis Botha, 
Assistant Director of the Department, said that the decision was taken in 
Windhoek, not Cape Town. 


He said the request had been made by the factories in Walvis Bay who had 
asked that they be permitted to lay off for a while because of a severe 
shortage of fish at this stage. 


According to unconfirmed reports, the 1980 pelagic fishing season came to 
an abrupt halt yesterday, cutting short the lowest quota-ed season so far 
by almost two months ahead of the closing date in October. 


Sources in Waly 6 Bay said that there was no fish available for catching 
and that many boats had taken in their nets in preparation for laying up 
for the off-season. 


Other uncomfirmed sources reported that boats coming in to discharge had 
been informe’ by the factories that the season was being cut short because 
of lack of pilchards and anchovy. 


Mr Ben van Vuuren, Secretary of the Fishermens' Union, said that the anchovy 
had disappeared entirely and the only fish available were undersized pil- 
chards. 
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These findings were based on very aysatematic research conducted last week 
by eix vessels between Palgrave Point and the Kunene river mouth, 


Each boat remained in an allocated gone for more than 48 hours and covered 
the area in 4 gig-sag sweeping pattern, 


On board each vessel were officials trom the Department of SWA Fisheries 
based in Windhoek, 


All that had been found were undersized sardines, below the Legally 
permitted sizes.

demanded by the developing countries, The initial solution to this new order is marked

Another impediment is the fact that some industrial countries with pronounced interests 
in terrestrial mining, particularly Canada, are pursuing @n obstructionist strategy, What 
matters to them @bove all is that the manganese nodules from the ocean depths, which also 
contain cobalt, nickel and copper, do not seriously compete with their own mining, At 
any rate, @ petition from the Federation of Chambers of German Industry and Commerce 
(DIHT) to the Federal Ministries of Economics and Foreign Affairs says the present ne- 
gotlating results on the planned ocean floor program appears to be “unacceptable for 
reasons affecting policies de@ling with the world economy, order, raw materials and 
technology."

the danger does not seem to have been banished at all, The tug-<of war is still in full

Jokingly but appropriately CDU expert Peter Kittelmann described the Second Law of the 
Sea Conference as the "biggest land robbery at sea in the history of mankind," Today it 
is already taken for granted that the convention, which will be effective some day, will 
sanction littoral control of 12 nautical miles of coastal waters, 200 nautical miles of 
evclusive economic zones and even more faresreaching shares in continental shelfs, This 
could entail roughly two dozen states with extended coastlines dividing roughly 40 percent 
of the sea surface among themselves, Apart from the aforementioned restrictions, the 
principle of the freedom of the seas would be valid only over a considerably smaller area, 
and this would apply i: regional respects as well, 


As a result of the extension of coastal waters, more than 100 straits which hitherto had 
been open shipping routes will be under the control of those countries adjacent to the sea 
lanes. The DIHT said this is not the only, albeit a particularly spectacular consequence 
of the new Law of the Sea. Granted, the states bordering on the sea would be confronted 
with the obligation to allow the “innocent passage" (the translation should be "“harmless") 
of ships. Yet the DIHT is afraid that this innocence lends itself to a one-sided inter- 
pretation despite the convention. 


[t further sees the danger that the freedom of shipping might become the exception to the 
rule whose framework would be more specifically defined by the soverign right of the 
coastal states, But viewed from the angle of shipping and of foreign trade, the point 
At issue now must be to preserve the high seas character to the greatest extent possible, 
at least in the economic zones, 


The curtailment of the freedom of shipping and thus the special privileges of the 
coastal states should be defined at the conference unequivocally and finally so as to 
prevent discrimination, [t may well be that the new law of the sea relevent for Shipping 
will not be determined by the convention but only through the practice of handing down 
verdicts by the international court which is competent for settling quarrels, 
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The new convention has not as yel been completely formulated, ‘The points of dispute 
are 6till profound and numerous, Yet, by now the winners and losers of the conference 
have largely been determined, Winners above all are the states with long coasts in 
general and those with an extensive shelf in partioular, The Federal Republic is anong 
the definite losers, In this connection the Federal Goverment camot be Spared the 
accusation that it failed to attach to the conference the attention 1% deserves, 
especially in view of the German interests (poverty in raw materials and great teoh- 
nical potential, with a poor starting position as a result of short coastline), 


In nine rounds of negotiations since 1973 no German foreign minister ever stepped onto 
the slippery floor of this oonference, which oan be called mammoth in every sespect, 
uo a8 to provide the German delegation, well staffed by experts, with more political 
weight as well, 


In this connection the argument does not hold water that this is not oustomary, It 
could have been politically useful over an S-year period, After all, Kissinger also 
Showed the flag at the conference and the United States is in an incomparably stronger 
negotiating position than the Federal Republic, Beyond that the U.S. delegation has 
in Blllot Richardson a man at its top who had already been his country's seoretary of 
commerce, attorney general and under secretary of state and who is considered to be 
among the prominent figures of the Republicans, 


The political disadvantages of the German negotiating position have been acoepted 


rather than taking @ plunge forward, Meanwhile, this conference'is leading up to a 
completely new distribution of political weight in the world,

ASSOCIATION PROTESTS FOREIGN FISHING--The Norwegian Fishermen's Association 
national council has called on the government to intervene against foreign 
fishermen fishing for capelin in the Norwegian zone around Jan Mayen. 

The Norwegian Fishermen's Association nas been informed by Norwegian 
fishermen that such fishing is taking place after Norwegian capelin 
fishing in the area has ended. According to information given to Norsk 
Telegram Bryaa, it is Faeroese fishermen who are still fishing for capelin 
under the Icelandic capelin quota round Jan Mayen. The statement from 

the Norwegian Fishermen's Association points out that the foreign vessels 
are breaking Norwegian law by fishing in the Norwegian zone around Jan 
Mayen. “In the Light of the strict regulation measures that are being 
enforced with regard to Norwegian fishermen, the Norwegian Fishermen's 
Association cannot accept any form of yielding when it comes to enforcing 
Norwegian law in the Norwegian zone--also when foreign fishermen are 
involved,” the statement said.
